COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — After two 
days of anxiety, emergency medical 
squads can resume saving lives today 
without immediate fear of criminal or 
civil liability. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes signed an 
emergency bill 
Thursday 
after 
legislators — in an unusual bipartisan 
effort — passed the measure in less 
than five hours in special session. It 
took effect immediately. 
The legislation amends a new law 
and provides an extension for 18,000 
rescue squad members to obtain 
certification that most emergency 
personnel didn’t have when the bill 
went into effect Tuesday. Without it, 
rescuers were liable for their actions 
and some said it would prevent them 
from responding to emergencies.

prove the action 764) and a short time 
later the Senate okayed it 304). 
The old law imposed regulations for 
training emergency medical personnel 
who respond to accident and illness 
calls across Ohio. The new law auto­ 
matically disqualified most of them 
through its training requirements. 
The amended bill extends until Aug. 
31, 1978, the deadline for emergency 
medical technicians to complete a 
course of instruction approved by the 
U.S. Department of Transportation. 
The old law began to be changed in

brought up to exempt drivers of

Wednesday, leaving some 14,000 
uncertified. 
During discussion in both the House 
and Senate, it was estimated that 2,700 
practicing em ergency technicians 
would require 60-90 hours of training 
before they could apply for cer­ 
tification. 
Several legislators noted during 
debate that further work is needed on 
the bill. But they agreed that the 
emergency amendment covers im­ 
mediate needs and further changes 
can be taken up in regular legislative 
sessions. 
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Credit Fraud Plan 
Brings Indictments 


IX)S ANGE I JCS (AP) - With the aid 
of a file clerk, six men sought out 
persons with poor credit records and 
for fees of up to $1,500 improved their 
credit reports in the computer banks of 
the country’s largest consumer credit 
bureau, according to a federal in­ 
dictment. 


The credit records were kept in the 
computers of TRW Credit Data in 
Anaheim, 
Calif. 
The 
company 
maintains credit files on about 50 
million Americans living in 20 cities 
across the country. The files are used 
by banks, credit card companies and 
other businesses seeking information 
concerning the credit worthiness of 
customers. 
Authorities said the alleged scheme 
may have produced millions of dollars 
in unpaid bills and caused untold legal 
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problems for firms that rely on credit 
information. 
The six men were charged with 
conspiracy in the indictment returned 
Thursday by a federal grand jury. All 
six also were charged with at least one 
count of making false loan application 
statements. 
A TRW Credit Data file clerk, 
Kathleen Bennett, was named as an 
unindicted coconspirator. Federal 
authorities said she is to testify as a 
government witness. 
According to the indictment, Miss 
Bennett was paid $50 each time she 
improved the computerized credit 
records of people solicited by the ring. 
This allegedly was done by deleting 
bad payment records, information 
about bankruptcies and other un­ 
favorable material. In some cases, 
material indicating a good credit 
history was inserted in the com­ 
puterized files, authorities said. 
The indictment listed 26 persons who 
paid between $300 and $1,500 to have 
their credit records altered this way, 
but authorities said as many as 150 
persons may have paid for such 
falsifications between August 1974 and 
March 1975. 
With their improved credit records, 
they obtained bank loans, credit cards 
and credit at retail stores, authorities 
said, and many of them subsequently 
defaulted on payments. 
FBI agents uncovered the alleged 
plot and broke up the ring 18 months 
ago. It took the FBI, a Justice 
Department Organized Crime Strike 
Force and the U.S. Attorney’s office 
nearly I Ms years to obtain the evidence 
needed to present the case to a grand 
jury. 
Charged in a seven-count indictment 
were Philip Kostoff, 31, the alleged 
ringleader; his brother, Paul Kostoff, 
35; Ronald C. Rossi, 41; John R. 
Dubos, 41; Kenneth L. Stevenson, 39; 
and Sean Shanahan, 35. All live in 
Orange County, near Los Angeles, 
where Anaheim is located. 
The indictment alleged that Philip 
Kostoff hired the other defendants to 
locate persons who wanted their credit 
ratings improved and also recruited

Bennett 
to 
carry 
out 
the 
alteration. 
Authorities said TRW Data Credit, a 
division of Cleveland-based TRW Inc., 
cooperated in the investigation and is 
taking steps to tighten its security. 
Arraignm ent is scheduled next 
week. Conviction on the conspiracy 
count carries a penalty of up to five 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine. Each 
count of making a false loan ap­ 
plication statement could draw a 
maximum penalty of two years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine. 


AIR FORCE ACADEMY, Colo. (AP) 
— The Air Force has ordered a full­ 
scale investigation into a lawyer’s 
charges that cadets have been 
operating a forgery and theft ring at 
the Air Force Academy since 1972. 
A spokesman for the academy 
acknowledged Thursday that the Air 
Force Office of Special Investigations 
■vas conducting a probe. 
Maj. Monte Blews, the academy’s 
chief public relations officer, said 
Thursday that one cadet forger was 
court-martialed and dismissed, and 
that another accused cadet resigned in 
the summer of 1975. 
“Since then,” he said, “there have 
been a few isolated cases of forgeries, 
but no evidence of a series.” 
However, the lawyer, Edward Joel 
Meyer, said Thursday in a telephone 
interview from his home in Mid­ 
dletown, N.Y., that at least two dozen 
cadets were robbed of thousands of 
dollars by a forgery ring that still may 
be active at the academy, involving at 
least four of its more than 4,400 cadets. 
Meyer said they stole cadets’ check­ 
books and military identification cards 
and 
cashed 
forged 
checks 
in 
restaurants and stores in nearby 


Colorado Springs, as well as at the pri­ 
vately run Air Academy National 
Bank on the institution’s grounds. 
The attorney said he became in­ 
volved after the parents of a cadet 
accused of forgery asked him to take 
over the cadet’s defense from a 
military attorney. 
Meyer’s client was exonerated and 
returned to the academy in good 
standing, and the lawyer believes the 
young man was actually a victim of the 
forgery ring. 


The attorney said that information 
he turned up in the course of defending 
his client was reported to the academy 
and that he 
was asked 
by 
its 
superintendent, LL Gen. James R. 
Allen, for all information he had on the 
subject. 
Meyer said he sent Allen a letter last 
Aug. 23 detailing his charges, with 
transcripts of interviews with former 
cadets who allegedly admitted taking 
part in the forgery racket. He said he 
sent a copy to Air Force Secretary 


Thomas Reed. 
Blews said that Allen ordered the 
investigation Aug. 27, the day after he 
received Meyer’s letter. 
The probe comes on the heels of a 
cheating scandal at the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point, N.Y., which 
has raised a controversy about its 
honor code. 
The Air Force Academy operates 
with a similar code, under which 
cadets must not lie, cheat or steal or 
tolerate any cadet who does. 


Ford Bans 
U.S. Hiring 
O f Aliens 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford is ordering government agencies 
not to hire foreigners who live in the 
United States. 
In barring aliens from holding jobs 
in the federal government, Ford urged 
Congress to come up with legislation 
that will say exactly what rights aliens 
can exercise within the United States. 
Ford’s decision affects millions of 
aliens who otherwise might have 
sought federal jobs all over the 
country, ranging from janitors to 
secretaries to 
middle-level 
ad­ 
ministrators. 
The order signed Thursday prohibits 
government hiring of aliens “except 
where the efficiency of the service or 
the national interest dictate other­ 
wise.” 
The President’s decision comes after 
a Supreme Court ruling last June 
struck down a Civil Service Com­ 
mission regulation that also banned 
perm anent resident aliens from 
government jobs. Those barred from 
federal employment are foreigners 
authorized to live in the United States 
but who do not obtain citizenship. 
The court’s decision was based on 
the justices’ view that the Civil Service 
Commission lacked the authority to 
enact such a regulation. But the court 
suggested that Congress or the 
president could issue such a ruling and 
Ford’s action Thursday took ad­ 
vantage of that invitation.

High-Priced Easements May 
Force Sewer Line Re-Route 


Circleville has “verbal” approval to 
re-route a primary northend sewer, 
action prompted by the inability to 
obtain “high-priced” easements along 
the original rcile from Ted Lewis 
Park to the Waste Water Treatment 
Plant on Route 22. 
“I cannot do something I think is 
unfair to the rest of the citizens of 
Circleville.” said Chuck Taylor, 
director of Public Utilities, referring to 
dollar values placed on the easements 
by two local businesses. 
Circle Transport, on land owned by 
Laverne Wills, and the old A&P 
Supermarket building, owned by the 
Circleville-Pickaway Corp., have 
apparently stopped the original sewer 
line route. 
Easements, which would allow the 
city to bury the sewer line on the 
property and maintain the 20 to 30 feet 
widths of land, are usually 20 per cent 
of the value of the property, according 
to Taylor. 
Both the Ohio and United States 
Environmental Protection Agencies 
agree to the re-routing, he said, and 
the new route may be more beneficial 
to the city in the long run. 
In an effort to eliminate the Ted 
Lewis Park lift station, the city sought 
to bring a gravity-flow sewer line from 


the park to Island Road, and along the 
road to the sewer plant. 
The new route would bring the line 
directly from the park to a sewer 
which runs along the west side of 
Route 23, a route that would be a plus

Ford Plans Few Campaign Trips Soon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford plans to stay close to the White 
House during most of this month, 
limiting his campaign travel to a 
series of relatively brief trips, ac­ 
cording to his new campaign chair­ 
man. 
James A. Baker III said there are no 
plans for extensive travel or extended 
presidential vote-hunting trips during 
the first month of the campaign 
against Democrat Jimmy Carter. 
Carter is formally launching his 
presidential campaign‘road show on 
Monday with a speech at Warm 
Springs, Ga., and Labor day ap­ 
pearances at Darlington, S.C., Nor­ 
folk, Va., and Newark^ N.J. 
A White House spokesman said there 
would be no Ford campaign travel 
before Wednesday. Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen was to announce the 
President’s campaign kickoff plans 
today. 


Baker said in an interview that Ford 
will be doing less on-the-road cam­ 
paigning this month than during the 
presidential primary elections. 
He said the President’s travels will 
increase later in the campaign, but 
that even then, his managers will seek 
to avoid long, wearying, multiple- 
speech days. 
The Ford plan clearly is intended to 
emphasize his incumbency and use the 
presidential stage. 
Furtherm ore, 
Ford’s 
advisers 
believe he is at his best when his 
itinerary is limited and his speeches 
don’t come in bunches. They point to 
his speech accepting the Republican 
presidential nomination as the kind of 
campaign performance he can give 
when he has time to prepare and polish 
an address. 
Carter has tentative plans to cover 
nearly 20 cities during his first five-day 
campaign week. It is to take him north 


to Connecticut, west to Chicago and 
south to Hollywood, Fla., with ap­ 
pearances in Pennsylvania, Maryland 
and Ohio in between. 


Ford telephoned Ronald Reagan on 
Thursday to ask for campaign help 
from the man he defeated for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
A spokesman said they talked for IO 
to 15 minutes. 


“Gov. Reagan agreed to do what he 
could,” said Deputy White House 
Press Secretary John Carlson. 
He said Ford called Reagan in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., “to solicit his advice 
on the campaign and to ask his help.” 
There was no word of any Reagan 
plan to campaign actively for Ford. 
Carter spent Thursday at home in 
Plains, Ga., preparing for meetings 
today with his running mate, Sen. 
Walter Mondale. The two Democratic 
nominees were to discuss plans for 


their campaign, which formally opens 
on Labor Day. 
Mondale was in Kansas City, Mo., on 
Thursday, winding up his first cam­ 
paign foray, a nine-day journey from 
coast-to-coast. 
At a meeting of the National Con­ 
ference of State Legislatures, the 
Minnesota senator said 
federal 
bureaucrats often have been arrogant 
and paternalistic and that a “new, 
creative partnership” between state 
and federal governments is needed. 
“The past record on federal-state 
relations is dismal,” he said. “People 
do not believe that government works. 
They have had enough of bloated, un­ 
responsive government.” 
Meanwhile, Ford’s running mate, 
Kansas Sen. Bob Dole, was in Spar­ 
tanburg, S.C., where he praised 
federal judge Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr., who lives nearby, and said it was

Report Shows Small 
Farms Big Losers

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
government report says farmers who 
run large farms are making money on 
their investments while smaller oper­ 
ators often are losing money and 
depend mostly on onside jobs to 
support themselves. 
Issued today by the Agriculture 
Department, the report said that of 
more than 2.9 million farms in 1970, 
two-thirds showed net losses in terms 
of financial return on equity capital or 
net assets. 
Officials said the report was based 
primarily on a 1970 survey of farm 
finances made available two years ago 
by the Bureau of the Census. They said 
the report represents the latest in­ 
formation on the subject. 
As defined in the report, the smaller 
farms were those that sold less than 
$10,000 worth of products in a year. 
By that measure, the nearly two 
million farms in that category 
produced only 11.8 per cent of the 
nation's food and fiber in 1970, while 
966,000 farms with sales of $10,000 or 
more produced 88.1 per cent. 
The trend to fewer, larger farms 
producing a larger share of the 
nation’s food and fiber has been going 
on for some time and officials said the 
new report helped confirm earlier 


studies. 
Written by J. Bruce Hottel and 
Robert D. Reinsel of the department s 
Economic Research Service, the 
report said the Class IA category of the 
largest farms — some 55,000 with 
annual sales of $100,000 or more a year 
each — had an average return on net 
assets of 6.9 per cent. 
Other sales categories and returns 
shown in the report included. 
—Class IB, some 178,000 farms each 
with annual sales of $40,000 to $99,999 a 
year, a return of 5.9 per cent. 
—Class II. 343,000 farms with sales 
of $20,000to $39,999 a year, 4.4 per cent. 
—Class III, 390,000 farms with sales 
of $10,000to $19,999 a year, 2.9 per cent. 
The report showed that when annual 
sales dropped below $10,000 there was 
a “ negative return” on net assets 
ranging from a loss of one-tenth of I 
per cent for farms with sales of $5,000 
to $9,999 to losses of more than 6 per 
cent for lower categories. 
Although the report said the study 
was based on the most recent available 
information, an agency spokesman 
said it was difficult to say whether the 
trends have continued since 1970. New 
studies, based on more recent census 
material, probably will not be ready 
for another two years, he said.

Skidmore, 36, of South Point, Ohio, 
and Irwin, 52, a Canadian citizen, were 
arrested Thursday on charges of 
conspiring to place an explosive device 
aboard an aircraft and placing the 
device in the plane. 
A U.S. magistrate set bond Thursday 
at $25,000 for Skidmore. Irwin was to 
appear later.

A state yet to be fully 
attained in which government 
rules without command or 
oppression. Where men and 


women may stand upon their 
own two feet, subservient to no 
one. 
This is the purpose for which 
America was created It is a 
purpose which must not be 
obscured by those who seek 
only temporary advantage at 
the price of the greater good 
Maintaining a watch on the 
overall objectives of a free 
society. 
and 
constantly 
striving toward them, is a 
strategy 
guaranteed 
to 
produce short-term rewards 
as 
well 
as 
long-term 
successes. 


J. Edgar's Faults 


It is a tribute to the power of J. 
Edgar Hoover to note that the press 
waited two years after his death before 
attacking him. Adulation changed to 
fury. The sainted abbot of the world's 
largest monastery became a dictator, 
a homosexual, a Peeping Tom who 
whispering sexy secrets. 
I knew Hoover for 30 years. He in­ 
vited me onstage to share FBI 
graduation exercises. He enjoyed 
reading columns about Big John and 
sent my father a birthday card every 
year. He never asked for a favor. 
My testimony should not be given 
undue weight. However, I observed 
this man over the years. The old 
bachelor, I am certain, was not a 
homosexual. He was asexual, married 
to 
his 
own 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation. He required nothing 
more of life, and could endure'nothing 
less. 
From 1924 onward, he created the 
most elite police departm ent in 
history. His men were the best. They 
are the best. They solved scores of 
thousands of crimes, many of which 
had been muddled by local police 
departments. 
In a sense, Hoover had more power 
than the president. Each chief 
executive moved on to anonymity' after 
eight years. He endured from one 
Administration to another. The irony 
of his half-century tenure is that J. 
Edgar Hoover extended less mercy to 
an erring Special Agent than to a 
gangster. 
He organized a department called 
the Crime Records Division. Acutally, 
this was his “press assistance” group. 
When I asked for FBI information, I 
had to see Lou Nichols in the old days; 
then the ascetic Caltha DeLoach; 
recently Tom Bishop. The only time I 
was refused help was when I asked for 
a Xerox of the atom bomb device 
stolen by David Greenglass and given 
to Julius Rosenberg. 
The drawing had been impounded by 
a Federal court. Other reporters — 
Don Whitehead, Walter Trohan, Jerry 
O’Leary, 
Jam es 
McCartney 
— 
depended upon Hoover’s indulgence 
for inside information they could not 
get by digging. 
The FBI helped in the investigation 
of the Watergate burglary, even 
though the bureau realized that their 
involvement would be exposed. The 
problem with Hoover was that he lived 
too long. His head became excitable 
and addled. 
He began to order certain Special 
Agents-in-Charge to execute illegal 
assignm ents. Whenever he read 
something critical of the Bureau his 
blood pressure rose to an alarming 
height and he swore that certain 
writers and editors “are out to get 
me.” He determined to get them first 
by ordering intensive, time-wasting 
investigations of private lives.

His searing contempt for Dr. Martin 
Luther 
-King 
was 
based 
on 
miscegenation and Dr. King's public 
criticism of the FBI. In anger, Hoover 
had the tenacity of an overage bulldog. 
Right cr wrong, he hung on. 
Reporter James McCartney exposed 
the moral weakness of the press when 
he said: “ It was impossible for me to 
conceive that the Chicago Daily News 
was willing to print an expose that the 
FBI was a rotten organization.” Either 
way, this supports public suspicion 
that the press is not unbiased. 
Hoover wreaked vengeance on 
reporters who used the FBI for in­ 
formation, but who refused to be used 
by Hoover in a quid pro quo. Jack 
Nelson of the Ix>s Angeles Times tried 
to do an investigative report of the FBI 
— which amounts to probing the 
probers — and found that Hoover shut 
his newspaper off 
from 
all 
in­ 
formation. 
By late 1971, J. Edgar Hoover 
became erratic. He devoted more time 
to being vengeful toward his enemies 


than to cultivating friends. At times he 
roared invective, almost incoherently, 
for over an hour. The twilight curtain 
of death was approaching and the 
Director was in a torrent of fury trying 
to protect his baby. 
He punished certain newspapers and 
magazines by shutting off the sources 
of information. He denounced certain 
congressmen as sex fiends. He trans­ 
ferred FBI agents to Montana for 
minor infractions. He weeded out 
others who didn’t “measure up.” He 
wanted most of all to live to see the 
huge J. Edgar Hoover Building 
completed on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
His judgment failed. The giant tree 
had been struck by lightning and was 
toppling in slow motion. He’s gone. His 
mistakes will live on. So should his 
virtues, one of which is that he 
fashioned with his hands the finest law 
enforcement agency in history. 
Presidents Kennedy, Johnson and 
Nixon were afraid to retire the old 
man. Some of the fault for what 
happened lies in the White House. . .

NEW YORK (AP) — When U.S. 
Steel raised its prices in 1962 and then 
backed down when President John F. 
Kennedy expressed his wrath, it suf­ 
fered greatly in a public relations 
sense. 
Looking back at the reports of that 
incident it seems clear, at least from 
this current perspective, that the 
entire sorry incident might have been 
avoided with proper timing. 
But, coming as it did immediately 
after the union had signed a wage 
agreement, and following what the 
President interpreted to be an 
assurance of price stability from 
management, it was an astonishing 
public relations blunder. 
To a lesser degree, U.S. Steel has 
done it again in 1976, admitting in 
effect that it was forced to rescind its 
third increase in a year for no other 
major reason than because market 
conditions wouldn’t permit it. 
Why then did it try? There’s the 
story, and perhaps also an explanation 
of the problem that the public would 
accept. 
The company statement on with­ 
drawing the increase, that had been 
scheduled for Oct. I, is perhaps more 
perplexing than explanatory. 
“In spite of high demand and full 
cost justification for these products,” 
it said, “competitive factors forced 
this decision.” 
The competitive factor simply was 
that some companies weren’t willing 
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to go along, and thus would have un­ 
dersold U.S. Steel. Economics I ex­ 
plains that this situation results from a 
weakness of demand. 
What other possibility is there? 
Would the competitors of U.S. Steel 
forego an opportunity to get the best 
dollar possible? Would they sell at a 
loss just to get the business? 
If the demand was so “high,” why 
had some members of the industry, 
and Wall Street steel analysts too, 
failed to detect it? Why was the new 
pricing structure being undermined by 
suppliers even before it was imple­ 
mented? 
The people in the steel industry know 
the answers to these questions better 
than anyone else, but we aren’t likely 
to be afforded an opportunity to listen 
in on the 
reasoning 
behind the 
strategy. 
We do know, from statements by 
members of the industry and by those 
outside who make a career of studying 
it, that cost pressure on U.S. Steel was 
mounting, threatening the profits it 
requires to stay alive. 
The situation, shared by many other 
industries also, presents a difficult 
problem for both them and the 
country. It is this: How do you promote 
demand by raising prices? You can’t, 
obviously. 
If this is so, how does the country 
expect to continue moving up out of 
recession, and especially, how can it 
do so without sparking another in­ 
flationary conflagration? 
Nothing demonstrates more clearly 
that the nation still is fighting the 
battle for economic stability, that we 
are still enmeshed in dilemmas, and 
that by no means are we safely on a 
smooth road to a strong recovery. 


Schm idt Refects 
Debates Plan 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — It 
may be okay for President Ford and 
Jimmy Carter, but West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt says face- 
to-face television debates are not for 
him and conservative challenger 
Helmut Kohl. 
Schmidt repeated on Thursday his 
refusal to meet Kohl in a West German 
version of the planned debates bet­ 
ween U.S. presidential candidates 
Carter and Ford. 
Instead, Schmidt proposed a series 
af four-way debates between himself 
and Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher on one side and Kohl and 
Franz Josef Strauss on the other. 
Kohl im mediately rejected the 
chancellor’s proposal and renewed his 
contention 
that 
Schmidt 
was 
“ducking” a headon meeting. 
Schmidt told a news conference here 
that he considered Strauss, the 
powerful ultra-conservative leader 
from Bavaria, and not Kohl his chief 
rival rn next month’s election.

Denial O f Parole 
For Slayer Urged 


CHICAGO (AP) — The Illinois 
Pardon and Parole Board says it has 
received more than 3,000 letters and 
telegrams urging that convicted mass 
murderer Richard Speck be denied 
parole. 
A board secretary said Thursday 
that since it was announced in April 
that a parole hearing is scheduled for 
Sept. 
15, 
communications from 
throughout the country have been 
received opposing Speck’s release. 
Speck, 34, is serving eight con­ 
secutive 50-to-150-year term s at 
Stateville Prison for stabbing to death 
eight student nurses in Chicago on July 
14, 1966. Under Illinois law, 
he 
automatically became eligible for a 
parole hearing after serving IO years 
in prison with special credits for good 
behavior. 
Parole board chairman Peter A. 
Kotsos declined to comment on 
Speck’s upcoming hearing but said, 
“Eligibility for parole is no assurance 
a prisoner will be granted parole.” 
Others associated with the board said 
it was unlikely parole would be 
granted.

Dayton Gets 
Regional 
Hospital 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Dayton 
has been selected as the site for con­ 
struction of one of three regional 
psychiatric hospitals for treatment of 
persons charged with criminal of­ 
fenses, Dr. Timothy B. Moritz, state 
mental health director, said Wed­ 
nesday. 
• 
Construction of the $3.5 million 
facility, intended to serve 75 to IOO 
patients from southwestern Ohio, is 
expected to begin in February 1978 
with a July 1979 completion date, 
Moritz said. 
Approval of the state legislature is 
required before the facility can be 
built, officials said. Construction of 
two other regional hospitals is planned 
for Columbus and Cleveland. 
Announcement of Moritz’ site 
selection follows his recommendation 
that Lima State Hospital be closed and 
be replaced with three new forensic 
hospitals. 


“Services available for the planned 
facility should be better than we could 
ever provide at Lima State Hospital,” 
Moritz said. 
The Lima hospital is a maximum 
security facility for the treatment of 
mentally ill criminal offenders. It was 
cited for patient abuse and lax 
security in a report made public last 
month by the highway patrol. 


The Dayton hospital is intended to 
serve as a treatment center for per­ 
sons in southwestern Ohio arrested on 
criminal charges, but determined by 
courts to be mentally incompetent to 
stand trial or innocent by reason of 
insanity. 
The facility will be built on the 
grounds of the Dayton Mental Health 
Center, Moritz said. But the director 
added there would be no mixing of 
patients in the two facilities.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Each week the 
Circleville Herald will publish a series 
of quertions and answers of interest to 
veterans. These questions and answers 
are some of the many presented to 
James P. Shea, Pickaway County 
Veterans Service Officer. Any veteran 
desiring further information con­ 
cerning his Veterans Administration 
Benefits should contact the Veterans 
Service Officer at 219 S. Court St. 
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(Q .) I have been considering 
enrolling in some type of technical 
training school. Is the Pickaway-Ross 
County Vocational School, VA ap­ 
proved? 


(A.) No. The Pickaway-Ross County 
Vocational School is not VA approved. 


(Q.) I was separated from Active 
Duty on July 24,1975. May I file for Out 
Patient Dental Treatment? 


(A.) I am sorry, but you cannot. 
Dental regulations require that any 
veteran who does not receive com­ 
pensation for a Dental Condition 
MUST file for dental treatment within 
one year from the date of his 
separation from active duty. You are 
past your one year limitation period. 


(Q.) My husband, a veteran, is in a 
nursing home for a condition not 
related to military service. Will VA 
pay for his nursing home care? 
(A.) No, VA is permitted to provide 
nursing home care only for a limited 
time for such veterans who have 
received maximum benefits from VA 
hospitalization. There is no time limit 
for Veterans who were hospitalized 
prim arily for Service-Connected 
conditions. 
(Q.) I understand there is some kind 
of a State Law which allows a disabled 
veteran to fish, hunt and even camp, 
without a license. Is this true? 
(A.) This is true, to a degree. To be 
allowed to hunt, fish, etc. without a 
license, the veteran MUST be totally 
and permanently disabled, and he 
MUST have in his possession a letter 
from the Veterans Administration to 
this effect. The law does not indicate 
whether the total and permanent 
disability should be service connected 
or not, so we will assume it is safe to 
say that either way is acceptable. A 
Veterans Service Officer can assist 
you in securing this letter from the VA. 
()Q.) I entered military service 
before completing high school. I was 
honorably discharged last month after 
four years of duty. Can I get free GI 
Bill benefits while finishing high 
school? 
(A.) Yes. Veterans in your category 
may receive educational assistance 
without charge against basic en­ 
titlement. That entitlement thus 
remains available for post-secondary 
schooling. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Stay tuned 
for the Great Debates, starring (in 
alphabetical order) Jimmy Carter and 
Gerald Ford, and billed as the political 
spectacle of the decade. 


Democratic presidential nominee 
Carter and Republican candidate Ford 
agreed Wednesday to meet for three 
nationally televised debates, with the 
first live confrontation scheduled for 
Sept. 23, a Thursday. 
The debates will be the first between 
presidential candidates since the 
clashes between John F. Kennedy and 
Richard M. Nixon in 1960. 
Negotiators for the two candidates 
reached agreement on the format for 
the debates after an all-day meeting 
Wednesday with representatives of the 
league of Women Voters, which will 
sponsor the debates. 
In addition to the trio of debates 
involving the presidential candidates, 
an unprecedented debate between the 
two vice presidential candidates, Re­ 
publican 
Sen. 
Bob 
Dole 
and 
Democratic Sen. Walter Mondale, will 


be slipped in after the second Carter- 
Ford meeting. 
The topic for the first Ford-Carter 
debate will be economic and domestic 
issues. The second debate topic will be 
defense and foreign policy and the 
final meeting will be open to any 
subject. 
Both Ford and Carter hailed the 
agreement. 
“ I believe the American people will 
be the winners,” Ford said. 
The President earlier had spent part 
of the day arguing for increased 
defense spending and a strong U.S. 
military posture overseas in a speech 
before a National Guard group. 
Then, meeting with reporters at a 
hastily called news conference on the 
White House lawn, Ford said debates 
‘‘are very important” and will give 
voters ‘‘an honest picture of the candi­ 
dates.” 
Meanwhile, Carter said at his home 
in Plains, Ga., that the debates will not 
make or break either candidate unless 
one of them ‘‘failed miserably.” 
He added: ‘‘I think I can hold my

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim to 
continue his efforts. 
“ He’s opened the door to dialogue,” 
an African delegate said. Others 
termed the American proposals 
“ interesting,” “ constructive,” and 
“ worthy of detailed consideration.” 
Under Kissinger’s plan, the United 
States and other advanced countries 
would guarantee bank loans and 
provide technical help for an inter­ 
national authority that* would mine 
half the deep sea bed for the benefit of 
poor developing countries. In return, 
private firms in the United States and 
other industrialized countries would be 
guaranteed equal access to the ocean- 
floor minerals. 
This double-access system is a 
major goal of the U.S. delegation, 
which is under intense pressure from 
American firms that want to start 
exploiting the rich nickel, cobalt, 
copper and manganese deposits on the 
eastern Pacific seabed. Third World 
militants led by Algeria, Tunisia and 
Egypt are demanding that the in­ 
ternational 
authority 
have 
unrestricted control of the seabed and 
that its decisions be by majority vote. 
This would give the big Third World 


bloc a veto if it could hold together. 
The dispute threatens to scuttle the 
attempt — now in its seventh year — to 
write a comprehensive treaty govern­ 
ing the use of the oceans. Other 
provisions of the treaty would cover 
navigation, marine pollution and 
scientific research, and would grant 
coastal states a 12-mile territorial 
limit and control of a 200-mile offshore 
economic zone.

prim arily intended to win over 
moderate developing countries who 
accept the U.S. double-access idea in 
principle but fear the international 
authority would never have the means 
to do anything with its share of the 
seabed riches. 


W a u g h 's D ia rie s 
R ip U p p e r C ru s t 


LONDON (AP) — Though he’s been 
dead IO years, satiric novelist Evelyn 
Waugh has some new unkind words for 
the British upper classes he ridiculed 
in his books. 
Waugh’s diaries were published 
today, revealing gossip about the high 
and fashionable that he jotted down 
from the time he was 7 to his death at 
64. 
Hearing that Randolph Churchill, 
son of wartime Prime Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill, had been operated on to 
remove a malignant tumor from a 
lung, Waugh wrote, “ It was a typical 
triumph of modem science to find the 
only part of Randolph that was not 
malignant and remove it.” 
Waugh sneered at a book of poems 
that made John Betjeman, the current 
poet laureate, the best-loved poet in 
Britain, writing that “ John demon­ 
strates how much more difficult it is to 
write blank verse then jingles and 
raises the question: Why did he not go 
into his father’s workshop?” 


own. I do intend to be aggressive and to 
draw as sharp a comparison as I can 
between President Ford and myself 
and our ability to lead this country.” 
Carter indicated that the Ford 
negotiators had given way on nearly 
every point that Carter stressed. 
Carter had wanted the first debate 
topic to be the economy and domestic 
affairs, which it will be, and not 
foreign policy, which Ford had wan­ 
ted. And the debate will take place 
somewhere other than Washington, 
also as Carter had sought. 
While the final details of the debates 
are to be decided later by the League 
of Women Voters, Rita Hauser of the 
league’s organizing panel said the 
initial meeting will be a 90-minute 
session at a yet undetermined site. 
Meanwhile, Carter spokesman Rex 
Granum said the candidate will sell his 
stock holdings if elected president but 
has not decided what to do about his 
Georgia peanut business or farms. 
Carter made public his 1975 federal 
income tax returns Wednesday, 
showing he paid $17,464 in taxes on a 
total income of $136,138. 
He also issued a financial balance 
sheet showing that at the end of 1975 
his net worth was $811,982, including 
assets of $819,267 and liabilities of 
$7,285. 
According 
to

financial 
statement, the Carter holdings in­ 
cluded $348,444, representing the 
estimated market value of his 91 per 
cent ownership of Carter Farms Inc., 
and $330,062.49, representing his in­ 
terest in the partnership that runs 
Carter’s Warehouse, the family peanut 
business. 
Ford issued a statement early in the 
year showing his net worth as of last 
year to be $323,489. 
Dole spent Wednesday stomping the 
red clay of Carter’s home state in 
search of votes, telling the Georgia 
GOP Central Committee that the 
Democratic nominee is losing support 
in the South. 
Dole was critical of Carter’s record 
as governor of Georgia, claiming that 
the state’s taxes increased 51 per cent 
during Carter’s term. “ And this is the 
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man who talks about tax reform,” 
Dole said. 
Granum, speaking for Carter, said 
later that Dole was confused and had 
mixed up his percentages. “ Jimmy 
Carter served as governor of Georgia 
during a very prosperous fouryear 
period and as the state's economy 
expanded revenues increased 51 per 
cent — not the tax rate," he said. 
In Atlanta, Dole said he and Ford 
aren’t writing off any portion of the 
country, including the South. “ There’s 
only one ticket that represents the gen­ 
eral philosophy of the South and that’s 
the Ford-Dole ticket,” he said. 
Mondale campaigned in the West, 
stopping in Las Vegas for a speech to 
the United Steelworkers of America. 
He was critical of the records of both 
Ford and Dole, saying the Republican 
ticket “ offers nothing to the working 
men and women of this country.” 
The Minnesota senator told union 
members they should examine the 
Ford record, both as a congressman 
and as president. “ Mr. Ford’s negative 
voting record is exceeded only by his 
negative 
record as president,” 
Mondale said. 
There were these other political 
developments: 
—Democratic senators suggested 
that election year politics prompted 
Ford to propose spending $1.5 billion 
on a program to expand national 
parks. Noting that the measure was 
submitted to Congress only 23 
legislative days before adjournment, 
Sen. J. Bennett Johnston, D-La., said 


that “ the evidence of political 
hypocrisy is overwhelming.” 
—Ronald Reagan, who lost his bid to 
become the GOP nominee in Ford’s 
place, went back to work as a radio 
commentator, taping his syndicated 
show in Ijos Angeles. Before starting 
back to work, Reagan said the election 
of Carter would be “ a disaster for this 
country.” And he said, “ I ’m going to 
do everything I can to keep that from 
happening.” 
—Eugene McCarthy, an independent 
candidate for president, said his 
campaign is not getting enough notice 
from the national news media. In a 
speech, at the National Press CTub in 
Washington, the former senator said 
more coverage has been given to 
Carter draining a fish pond than to 
McCarthy discussing issues. 
—The CBS television network said 
Ford has purchased a half hour of air 
time next Tuesday for a political ad­ 
dress.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The State 
Department has denied a published 
report that a top aide to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger used the word 
"Fascist” in describing Soviet novelist 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn. 
Department spokesman Frederick 
Brown said Thursday that aide Win­ 
ston Lord’s recollection is that he 
called Solzhenitsyn a man of “great 
courage and intellect” but that he 
disagreed with the novelist’s foreign 
policy views. 
Brown said the word “Fascist” may 
have come up “in discussing the effect 
of some of Solzhenitsyn’s foreign 
policy prescriptions.” 
A published report had quoted Lord, 
the departm ent’s policy planning 
director, as telling an off-the-record 
session with department interns that 
Solzhenitsyn "is just about a Fascist.” 
The meeting took place two days 
after the Republican party approved a 
platform plank praising the anti­ 
communist writer as a “great beacon 
of human courage and morality.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House Finance Committee is expected 
to vote approval next week of a bill to 
fund a Consumer Counsel with author­ 
ity to represent the public in utility 
rate cases. 
The unique public office was created 
by a regulatory ratemaking law which 
took effect Wednesday. However, in 
enacting the measure the legislature 
failed to provide the new office with 
money to operate. 
A follow-up bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Sherrod Brown, D-61 Mansfield, would 
assess public utilities for dollars to 
support their adversary in cases 
before the Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio. The utilities should shell out in 
proportion to the gross earnings of 
each company, according to the 
legislation. 
Brown’s bill envisions a first-year 
appropriation of $2 million for the 
counsel, but legislative leaders are 
expected to trim that sum down to 
$750,000. 
Ultimately, the utilities will pass the 
cost on to consumers. But even based 
on the $2 million outlay, Brown cites 
legislative Budget Office figures in­ 
dicating the cost to residential con­ 
sumers would be minimal. 
“An average family’s utility bills for 
a year add up to around $900,” the 
Richland County lawmaker says, "so 
each family would be paying ap­ 
proximately 30 cents each year for 
Consumer Counsel representation.” 
The Ohio AFL-CIO proposed the 
Consumer Counsel concept with the 
intent of authorizing an expert witness 
for the 
public to counter the 
knowledgeable, well-financed rate

presentations of utilities. 
The Consumer Counsel would be 
named by an advisory board, including 
consumers, whose members would be 
chosen by the Ohio attorney general. 
The board’s choice would have to be 
an attorney, well versed in utility rate 
proceedings, and free of any other 
public office. He or she could not run 
for office while serving as Consumer 
Counsel. 
Fourteen other states have similar 
consumer representatives, Brown 
says. 
Meanwhile, a utility reform group is 
attempting to create a Residential 


Utility Consumer Action Group that 
would operate outside of state 
government as a totally independent, 
nonprofit organization. RUCAG would 
be funded by voluntary contributions 
made by checkoffs on monthly utility 
bills. 
Ohioans for Utility Reform (OUR) 
hopes to place the RUCAG proposition 
before the electorate on the Nov. 2 
ballot, but the issue has not yet been 
certified. 
If it is ultimately approved in a state 
wide vote, Ohioans would have two 
consumer offices in the area of gas, 
electric and telephone rates.

Father La Rocca, 51, of Brooklyn, 
who says he is the only Roman 
Catholic priest in the country- serving 
as a trial attorney, has petitioned the 
U.S. Supreme Court for a review of the 
case. 
“ I don’t throw the name of God 
around in court, but I ’m a priest 
functioning as a lawyer, and have a 
right to be one openly," he said in an 
interview, discussing his role as a 
lawyer for the Legal Aid Society. 
In two years at that job, assigned to 
it by Brooklyn’s Bishop Francis J. 
Mugavero, he has defended about 1,000 
poor people, those accused who can’t 
afford a private lawyer. 
“ It's the place where ministers 
should be involved,” he said.

Supt. John Maxwell said it was one 
of the best school openings ever. The 
police chief said it showed Dayton 
citizens could accept busing. 'Hie 
mayor said it was what he had ex­ 
pected of his citizens. 
“ There are many people who are not 
passionate advocates of busing,” said 
Dr. Robert J. Kegerreis, chairman of 
the

committee 
assigned to monitor the desegregation. 
“ But it has become a separate issue in 
Dayton, just as peaceful compliance 
with the court order has become a 
separate problem. 
“ We also have had the benefit of 
other cities who have paid the price for 
being pioneers. If we had not taken 
advantage of this fact, we should have 
been criticized even more,” he said. 


“ I ’ve worn a collar for 25 years as a 
priest.” Father Ia Rocca said. " I wore 
it while going to law school, wore it 
while taking the bar exams and wore it 
when I was admitted to the bar. 
Church canons say a priest shall wear 
his collar while functioning in the 
public forum. 


"Now I ’m told I have to wear a shirt 
and tie. I don’t think they have a right 
to do it. It nullifies myself and violates 
my free expression of religion." 


He noted that a sign on court room 
walls says “ In God we trust,” yet a 
clerical collar is ruled out of bounds. 
On appeal, state Supreme Court 
Judge Guy Mangano had overruled the 
ban, saying clerical collars or skull 
caps had become common in society, 
tempered by clergy involvement in the 
"open citadels of public life.” 
But the appellate division, by a split 
decision, overruled that decision, 
holding that clergy attire "would 
undoubtedly affect the witnesses,” 
although

that 
some 
distinctions of dress were beyond the 
court’s powers, such as a lawyer’s suit 
style, or whether he wore a bow tie or 
four-in-hand. 


W holesale 
Prices Dip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The steepest 
drop in farm prices in 18 months drove 
wholesale prices down one-tenth of a 
per cent during August, the govern­ 
ment said today. The report showed a 
further easing of inflation. 
The I Abor Department said prices of 
agricultural products fell 2.9 per cent 
during the month, the fifth price 
decline this year and the largest since 
a 4 per cent drop in February, 1975. 
The new declines should mean lower 
supermarket prices for the consumer, 
since at least part of the food price 
decreases at the farm level usually are 
passed along to the retail level within a 
relatively short period of time. 
Prices declined 
.sharply 
at the 
wholesale level for grain, hogs, cotton 
and oil seeds, the agency said. Par­ 
tially offsetting the decreases were 
higher prices for poultry, cattle, eggs 
and coffee. 
Processed foods and feeds declined 
2.9 per cent, the sharpest drop in this 
category since a 5.5 per cent drop in 
September, 1973.

Viking 2 Lander 
Set For Touchdown 


PASADENA, 
Calif. 
(AP) 
- 
Awaiting only the final order from 
earth, the Viking 2 lander was ready to 
cast off from its mother ship today and 
attempt America’s second touchdown 
on Mars. 
After a meeting of the Viking 
command team, the “go” command 
was scheduled to be radioed to the 
spacecraft. That command will direct 
the twopiece spacecraft to split apart, 
the lander beginning its 3Vfchour 
descent to the surface while the Viking 
2 body remains in orbit around Mars. 
The gray, three-legged lander, 
loaded with life-detecting instruments, 
was scheduled to land at 6:58 p.m. 
EDT on a northern plain called Utopia. 
A check of the automated lander 
Thursday 
found 
everything 
in 
readiness. Mission Director Tom 
Young declared the craft to be “in very 
good shape.” 
The only concern, he said, was a sign 
that the lander may overheat after 
landing. It is summer in Utopia. Young 
said a plan had been drawn up to turn 
off some equipment and reschedule 
experiments to reduce the inside heat. 
Viking 2 was aimed for a landing at a 
site farther north and about 4,600 miles 
from where Viking I made the first 
successful Mars landing July 20. 
Because the air in the northern 
latitudes has more water vapor, 
Viking 2’s destination is believed a 
better spot to search for life, the main 
Viking task. 
The lander was designed to soar 
through space, plunge into the thin 
Martian atmosphere and, slowed by a 
parachute and braking rockets, drop 
gently to the surface. 
Scientists believe the landing point, 
about 125 miles from a large crater 
called Mie, is covered with thick sand 
dunes that should soften the landing. 
Within seconds of a successful touch­ 
down, a camera atop the lander is to 
take the first of two black-and-white

pictures. The first photo, showing one 
of the three footpads resting on the 
surface, was to begin appearing on 
television 
screens 
at 
the 
Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory at 7:30 p.m. 
EDT. A panoramic view was to follow. 
With Viking 2 beginning its scientific 
work, the Viking I lander began a 
relatively dormant period. It is still in­ 
cubating biology experiments in the so 
far inconclusive search for life. 
Viking 2 will carry out similar 
biology experim ents, as well as 
measurements of the atmosphere, 
weather and properties of the surface 
material. As its predecessor did, 
Viking 2 
will 
wield 
a 
10-foot 
mechanical arm that can scoop up dirt 
and pour it into a sophisticated mini- 
laboratory. 


South African 
Talks Face 
Grim Future 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger’s renewed 
involvement in Africa’s racial con­ 
flicts is clouded by bickering with 
South African Prime Minister John 
Vorster and statements by U.S. of­ 
ficials 
downplaying 
Kissinger’s 
chance for success. 
The secretary leaves today for 
weekend talks with Vorster in Zurich, 
with an intermediate stop in London 
for talks with British leaders. 
TTie focus of the talks reportedly will 
be the pace of the move toward in­ 
dependence for Namibia, the former 
territory of South-West Africa still 
occupied by the South African regime. 
In addition to expressing dis­ 
satisfaction 
with 
the 
Namibia 
situation, Kissinger also will push 
Vorster to ease South Africa’s own 
restrictions on blacks. A third subject 
will be Rhodesia where the black ma­ 
jority is pressing the white 
su­ 
premacist government. 
The Zurich meetings will be the 
second round of discussions between 
Kissinger and Vorster in the last four 
months after years of virtually no 
high-level contact between the two 
countries. 
If the secretary is able to claim any 
degree of progress after the Vorster 
talks, he will travel to Africa for 
meetings with black leaders and 
possibly another session with Vorster 
in South Africa itself. 
The odds for Kissinger's success are 
hard to gauge. He has said in the past 
he would not meet with Vorster unless 
he thought progress was distinctly 
possible. 
Nevertheless, he and Vorster 
engaged Thursday in some long-range 
gamesmanship, apparently designed 
to prove that nothing is settled at this 
point. 


W ildlife Council 
Sets Seasons 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Wildlife Council has adopted split 
seasons for duck and goose hunting 
this year on a recommendation by the 
state wildlife division. 
The first part of the duck season will 
begin Oct. 15 and end Nov. 27, with the 
second segment starting Dec. 27 and 
ending Jan. I. 
The goose season will run Oct. 15 
through Dec. 18 and Dec. 27 through 
Jan. I. 
Hunting hours remain the same, a 
half hour before sunrise to sunset. 
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Food Prices Stable In August 


By IjOUISE COOK

Decreases in the amount paid to 
farmers for their cattle and hogs 
brought lower meat prices to con­ 
sumers during August, putting the 
family grocery bill at a level only 2 per 
cent higher than it was a year ago, an 
Associated 
Press 
marketbasket 
survey shows. 
The declines were offset slightly by 
increases in the cost of some dairy 
products, including butter and eggs. 
Once again, the price on the super­ 
market shelf followed the trend at the 
farm level. 
The AP drew up a random list of 15 
commonly purchased food and nonfood 
items, checked the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on March I, 
1973 and has rechecked the same store 
on or about the start of each succeed­ 
ing month. 
Among the latest findings: 
—The marketbasket bill decreased 
during August at the checklist store in 
ll cities, dropping an average of 2.7 
per cent. The bill increased at the 
checklist store in Chicago and Salt 
I.ake City, up an average of 1.7 per 
cent. Over-all, the bill at the start of 
September was 2 per cent lower than it 
was a month earlier. 
—The situation over the first eight 
months of the year was mixed. The 
marketbasket bill increased at the 
checklist store in six cities, up an 
average of 2.4 per cent, and decreased 
in seven cities, down an average of 2.9 
per cent. Over-all, the marketbasket 
bill at the checklist store was down a 
fraction of a per cent from the first of 
the year. 
—Comparing prices now with those 
12 months earlier, the AP survey 
showed the marketbasket bill in­ 
creased at the checklist store in ll 
cities and decreased in two. The over­ 
all rise was 2 per cent.

—The price of a pound of center-cut 
pork chops dropped in August at the 
checklist store in ll cities, down an 
average of 2 per cent. The USDA, in its 
latest report on farm prices, said the 
price farmers get for hogs dropped 
$5.10 per IOO pounds in the month 
ended Aug. 15. 
—Chopped chuck, which has been 
dropping for several months, declined 
again at the checklist store in four 
cities and was unchanged in six cities. 
The price paid to farmers for their 
cattle dropped 70 cents per IOO pounds 
rn the July 15 to Aug. 15 period. 
Farmers have been complaining 
that they are losing money on their 
animals — even though the cost of com 
used for feed has been decreasing. The 
USDA says retailers and processors 
are not passing all of the savings from 
lower farm prices on to consumers. 
—Higher prices paid to dairy far­ 
mers were passed on to consumers. 
The cost of a dozen eggs went up at the 
checklist store in nine cities. A pound 
of butter was up in eight cities. 
The items on the AP checklist were: 
chopped chuck, center cut pork chops, 
frozen orange juice concentrate, 
coffee, paper towels, butter, Grade-A 
medium white eggs, creamy peanut 
butter, laundry detergent, fabric 
softener, tomato sauce, chocolate chip 
cookies, milk, all-beef frankfurters 
and granulated sugar.

John and M artha Leatherwood 
emigrated from the West Indies to 
what is now County Frederick 
Maryland about 1681. They probably 
came from England to the West Indies. 
They were some of my ancestors and 
the name spread across the United 
States, even to the west coast. They 
must have been a friendly lot, as 
somewhere back in my line I picked up 
a little Indian blood (Shawnee, I guess) 
to give me some claim to being part 
American. But I have always wanted 
to visit the land of my ancestors in 
England and Germany. 
After checking several tours we 
decided to join Successful Farming’s 
European Tour of five countries, 
England, Holland, Germany, Swit­ 
zerland and France. SF graciously 
added a short ride through Austria and 
liechtenstein. 
On August 12, we left Port Columbus 
on TWA Flight 806 for JFR Airport in 
New York with a stop in Philadelphia. 
One of the pleasures of travel are the 
interesting people one meets. My seat 
companion on this flight was a German 
who lived in Dayton. He was going 
back to Germany on business. He holds 
a patent or two on ski equipment which 
he is promoting. He was an engraver 
with a definite Germanic accent to his 
speech. Since we couldn’t get seats 
together louise was seated with a 
young woman whose husband was the 
wife of a cartoonist for TV Guide. 
We landed at JFR about 6:10 p.m. 
and we were due to depart British 
Airways Flight 510 due out at about 
10:00 p.m. About 10:15 p.m. an an­ 
nouncement was made over the loud 
speaker that the flight would be 
delayed as the flight engineer was ill 
and the nearest replacement was in 
Bermuda. Did you ever hear about 360 
passengers say "ahhh” all at once? 
Well they seated us on the plane and 
gave us a good meal. I felt like I was 
rowing a boat tied to a dock. Then they 
took us to a good hotel and we were 
able to depart New York about 8:15 
a.m. August 13. 
We had a rather uneventful! flight 
over the Atlantic. While coming in to 
JFR from Columbus one could see the 
little blue spots in the back yards of 
people in New York. It was evident 
that the swimming pool idea had a 
very good reception. There were 
several to be seen as we dropped down 
to Heathrow Airport in London but not 
as many as in New York. As we ap­ 
proached Heathrow Airport the effects 
of the drouth was plainly visible. The 
grass on the small plots of land as well 
as around the airport was very brown. 
The group of midwesterners who had 
flown non-stop from Chicago were kept 
in London and were well rested. 
However the tour manager did not 
take them sight seeing as he wanted us 


all to see the same things so we didn’t 
miss anything but there was some 
catching-up to do. We wound up with 23 
couples, tour host Steve Hopkins and 
hostess Nancy Hopkins, his wife, as 
well as Debbie, a young girl from 
Continental Express which was the 
travel firm that Successful Farming 
used. Then there was Peter Seiler, the 
tour manager. 
Now I must tell you about this Peter 
Seiler. He is really something. A 
professional tour guide who has 
traveled in 158 countries, to the Holy 
I,and 26 times and many times to all 
the continents except possibly the 
Antartic. He holds a Master’s degree 
in psychology and speaks seven 
languages. He is one of the best 
organizers 
I 
have 
ever 
seen, 
scheduling everything like clock-work 
and giving advice just as it was 
needed. As an example we rotated the 
seats on the bus every half-day. That 
way each couple moved around the bus 
counter-clockwise and there was no 
dissension as to who had the better 
seats. 
Peter is six feet 4 inches tall and he 
said the reason he was so tall was that 
"everybody keeps pulling my leg." He 
said ‘travel is broadening — I have 
gained 14 lbs.” An example of his 
witticisms. During World War II it 
was common to see "Kilroy was here” 
written on public buiiaings ana many 
other places where GIs had been. Well, 
I think Peter must have been to nearly 
all the places that Kilroy was and then 
some. This was one of six tours that he 
had guided this summer with more to 
come including one to South America. 
Peter gave us some humorous 
synonyms for some of the air lines. 
TWA is "Teensy-Weensy Air Line.” 
Air France — "Air Chance.” Sabena — 
Such a bloody ride — never again.” 
BO AC (British Overseas Air Corp.) — 
"Better on a camel.” After that wait in 
New York I was about to buy the one 
about British Airways.

Strong Teams In AFC Central 
Football Exhibitions Continue

What a difference a decade makes 
Just look at the four teams in the 
Central Division of the American 
Football Conference. 
In 1966, the mighty Cleveland 
Browns were aiming for their 10th 
berth in the National Football league 
title game. They failed; 
fullback 
Jimmy Brown decided to work with 
movie starlets instead of pulling 
guards, and subtle erosion began. 
" I fully intend for the Browns to 
become a dynasty again, and I fully 
expect it,” Cleveland owner Art 
Modell now says. 
After a 3-11 record last year, worst in 


their history, the Browns have shown 
preseason improvement under Coach 
Forrest Gregg, who a decade ago was 
a rangy offensive tackle on the Green 
Bay team that won Super Bowl I. 


The Houston Oilers finished 3-11 that 
year with a 39-year-old quarterback, 
George Blanda, branded by critics as 
over the hill. 


Houston's current team is coming off 
a 1(M season, and it figures to be a 
contender despite a winless preseason 
and assorted other maladies — like a 
stomach virus that left about two 
dozen players with double options 
early in training camp.

Mourning Dove Season Arrives 
Ford Plans Few 


By JIM DAUBEL 
For The Associated Press 
Mourning doves became legal 
quarry at noon Wednesday in the 
second of Ohio’s modemday seasons. 
State wildlife officials expect good 
hunting for the elusive gamebird. 
The statewide dove population totals 
7.4 million birds, about the same as 
last year, according to biologists who 
say Ohio has the largest breeding 
population of doves east of the 
Mississippi River. 
The season opener comes less than a 
month after a judge in Toledo entered 
a final ruling in a lawsuit brought more 
than a year ago to block dove hunting. 
The court, upholding a preliminary 
decision by another judge last year, 
ruled that the Ohio Wildlife Division 
has the authority to declare hunting 
seasons on wild animals and that the 
division acted within the law in so 
doing in July of 1975. 
This year’s season 
is in 
two 
segments, Sept. I through Oct. 16, and 
Nov. 15 through Dec. 8. 
The best shooting, especially in the 
northern half of Ohio, is expected 
during the early split. Hunters who 
have scouted legal shooting lands to 
observe dove flight patterns are likely 
to be most successful. 
Doves are migratory birds. They are 
found in all 88 Ohio counties sometime 
another during the season. Early 
concentrations should be in the vicinity 
of cut grain fields, wheat and oat 
stubble. Depending on the weather, 
good shooting of migratory birds often 
is available in southern parts of Ohio 
well into the second segment of the 
season. 
Doves drink from standing water, 


require grit for grinding their food, 
favor dead trees for rest and pine 
stands for overnight roosts. This type 
of habitat is a clue to where doves 
might be found. 
One note of caution would be to avoid 
overshooting roost areas. Doves are 
easily spooked and once they are 
flushed from a roost they are not likely 
to return. 
Instead of hunting right up to the 
edge of a known roosting stand of 
windbreaks or small woodlots, move a 
quarter mile or so away and intercept 
the birds as they make their approach. 
It takes some scouting to learn flight 
patterns but the effort pays off. 
Irater in the season, when doves 
disperse over wider areas to feed in cut 
com and soybean fields, shooting be­ 
comes 
more 
difficult 
because 
movement of the birds is not as 
predictable. The experienced hunter, 
however, will scout the grain fields, 
and take advantage of whatever 
established flight patterns may prevail

All four companies agreed to pay at 
least $1.35 an hour in wages over three 
years. But the union is seeking ad­ 
ditional wages which it says the com­ 
panies, under an agreement three 
years ago, took out of that wage set­ 
tlement and converted into pension 
benefits. 
Firestone, for example, has agreed 
to pay an additional 8.8 cents an hour 
for the first year of the new contract, 
bringing their total wage agreement to 
nearly $1.44 an hour. 
URW president Peter Bommarito is 
in New York for the Uniroyal talks. 
Meanwhile, a contract has yet to be 
agreed on with the General Tire & 
Rubber Co., affecting 2,700 workers in 
the firm’s Akron and Waco, Tex., 
plants. These workers agreed to 
remain working although their con­ 
tract expired May 16.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Ronald Reagan, who now 
backs President Ford after 
narrowly losing the GOP 
nomination to him, won’t 
have 
“ equal 
tim e” 
or 
“ fairness doctrine” woes 
when his new radio com­ 
mentaries start airing. 
At least that’s the opinion of 
Harry O’Connor, whose North 
Hollywood company is syndi­ 
cating Reagan’s daily series 
of conservative comment. 
The first show is to air Sept. 
20. 
O’Connor said he’s checked 
with the Federal Commu­ 
nications Commission on the 
matter of “equal time” de­ 
mands, affecting political 
candidates 
or 
their 
spokesmen, and the “fairness 
doctrine,” which concerns 
broadcasts on controversial 
issues of major public im­ 
portance. 
He says he anticipates no 
problem on either count with 
the material Reagan will use 
in the new series the former 
California governor began 
taping in a Hollywood studio 
on Wednesday. 
“He’ll discuss philosophy, 
but he won’t take a position 
directly in support of Ford or 
directly opposed to Carter,” 
he said, referring to the 
Democratic standard-bearer, 
former Gov. Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia. 
O’Connor, who says 101 sta­ 
tions already have signed up 
for the Reagan series and ex­ 
pects between 220 and 230 to 
be airing it when it starts, 
says Reagan’s initial shows 
will be “reflective” in nature. 
“He’ll look back on the 
campaign, the primaries, the 
convention,” he said. “He’s 
also going to do shows 
,n covering the platforms an­ 
nounced by the two parties, 
but he’ll just be making 
philosophical observations.” 
For O’Connor, the new five- 
minute series is the second 
he’s syndicated for Reagan. 
The first was “Viewpoint,” 
which Reagan began in mid- 
January last year after his 
term as California’s governor 
expired.

authorized with the passage of Public 
l.aw 93-516. Title III of that law stated 
that there were some “seven million 
children and at least twenty-eight 
million adults with mental or physical 
handicaps." It went on to state that “it 
is of critical importance to this Nation 
that equality of opportunity, equal 
access to all aspects of society and 
equal rights guaranteed by the Con­ 
stitution of the United States be 
provided to all individuals with han­ 
dicaps.” 
Toward that end, President Ford 
was authorized to call a White House 
Conference which would develoD 
recommendations and stimulate a 
national assessment of problems and 
solutions to such problems facing 
individuals with handicaps. The date 
set for the national conference was set 
for May 25-29, 1977 in Washington, D. 
C. The mission of the conference was 
stated as: I) to stimulate a national 
assessment of problems faced by in­ 
dividuals with physical or mental 
handicaps; 2) to generate a national 
awareness of those problems; and 3) to 
develop 
recom m endations 
for 
legislative and administrative actions 
to allow individuals with handicaps to 
live their lives independently, with 
dignity, and with integration into 
community life. 
The White House Conference is being 
preceded by local conference in each 
county of the United States. The local 
conference is a public meeting in­ 
volving open audience discussion 
related to the problems and potentials 
of physically and m entally han­ 
dicapped individuals and suggested 
solutions to those problems. 
The 
results of the local conferences will be 
channeled into a state conference. 
The Ohio State White House Con­ 
ference is scheduled for Dec. 13 and 14 
in Columbus. The Ohio State Con­ 
ference must address itself to and 
propose recommended solutions for 
each of 25 topics outlined by the White 
House. These will be presented to the 
National Conference. 
Ohio will also send a delegation of 16 
individuals selected by G overnor 
Rhodes to the National Conference. As 
is true with each state delegation, the 
Ohio delegation will be representative 
of various types of disability.
